When the Company did me the Honour to call me to my preſent Situation in their Service, an 
Idea prevailed, I believe, in every Mind at Home, as well as in mine, that, while I derived Conſe- 
quence and Influence from the Conduct of their Law Buſineſs (for which they aſſigned me what 
appeared to them a liberal Allowance) I ſhould find the Means of a rapid Accumulation, in the Emo- 
luments that would accrue to me from my being conſulted in the Cauſes of private Suitors. 
By ſuch; Reaſoning I have been led to forego every other Plan of Ambition or Intereſt, and aſ- 
ſume an Office, and undertake a Voyage, which, without realizing, any one of my Expettations, has 
completely cloſed every Proſpect I built upon at Home; and I now find, that, like other Reaſonings 
upon a Scene fo diſtant, moſt of the Advantages I looked for had their Foundation only in empty

By the foregoing Mode of conducting this Branch of Buſineſs, there will, at leaſt; be a Saving 
of Eighty thouſand Rupees per Annum to the Honourable Company, the Sick will be better 
provided for, and a material Inconvenience obviated ; viz. that it has hitherto been the Intereſt 
of the Surgeons to have as great a Number of Sick in the Hoſpitals as poſſible. As I believe 
this cannot be imputed to any Surgeon in the Service, 1 beg Leave to take Notice of a Circum- 

ſtance that greatly tends to make the Soldiers remain as long in the Hoſpitals as they can, which 
is, that whilſt they are in the Hoſpital they have every Thing found them, and a large Balance 
of Pay remaining to apply to what Purpoſe they pleaſe, which, in general, is but little to their 
Advantage: At preſent, they pay only Three Rupees per Menſem for their Diet, &c, whilſt in 
Hoſpital: Were they to pay Five Rupees, the Hoſpitals would be leſs crowded, and that would 
not be a Proportion of their Pay, equal to what Soldiers pay in Europe. | 

As the above Saving to the Honourable Company principally depends on their being paid for 
the Medicines ſent from Europe, and freed from the Expence of the Diſpenſary in Calcutta, 
ſhould the Honourable Board agree to theſe Propoſals, it will then become neceſſary that Perſons 
of every Denomination, whether Company's Servants or others, do indiſcriminately pay, at a 

moderate Rate, for the Medicines they uſe, excepting only Writers and Subaltern Officers, on 
many of whom it might be a Hardſhip ; and it ſhall be my particular Care, that every Medicine 
iſſued from the Diſpenſary ſhall be of the beſt Quality, and prepared with the greateſt Care. 
This Expence to Individuals will be but trifling, and thoſe who are not in Circumſtances to pay, 
ſhall have their Medicines gratis, with the utmoſt Chearfulneſs. ; 


This Method of managing the Medicines will likewiſe have another very deſirable Effect, 

in preventing the Scarcities of them, which frequently happen by its becoming more the imme- 

diate Intereſt of the Surgeons to take greater Care of their Medicines. | |

Notwithſtand- 
ing I have, ever ſince my coming to the Head of my Profeſſion, obſerved the utmoſt Care and 


Attention for the Preſervation of Medicines, yet the Experience of ſeveral Years previous to 


my obtaining the Contract will ſerve to evince that the Quantity Annually ſent out have fallen 


\ ſhort before the End of the Year, and that the Company have on that Account incurred a 


conſiderable Expence for ſuch as could be purchaſed here, beſides the great Inconveniencies 
that have in ſome Caſes ariſen, from the Want of ſuch as were not to be purchaſed. I there- 
fore thought, at the Time I made my Propoſals for the Contra&, and without the moſt diſtant 
Proſpect of Advantage to myſelf I ſtill continue to think, that the moſt effectual Way to ob- 
viate theſe Inconveniences and Charges, was to make the Surgeons in Charge of the Sick at 
the different Stations in ſome Degree intereſted in the due Preſervation of Medicines; it was 
for this Purpoſe that I propoſed to, the Board the Surgeons paying for their Medicines at the

The Honourable the Court of Directors likewiſe diſapprove of my having received, inſtead of 
Monthly Advances, One Moiety of the Annual Expence in Advance: In Anſwer to which J can 
only ſay, that without a conſiderable Advance I ſhould not have been able to have undertaken 
the Contract; and as to the Amount of Profits fuppoſed to ariſe thereon being likewiſe in Ad- 
vance, I ſhall have Occaſion to mention hereafter that they do not deſerve Conſideration. 
Although no expreſs Proviſion was made in the Contract, that at the Expiration of it the Me- 
dicines and Surgeons Inſtruments on Hand were to be returned tothe Company at Prime Coſt, 
yet I beg Leave to declare, that ſuch are my Obligations to the Service, and my preſent abſolute 
Dependance on it, I ſhould think myſelf highly deſerving Cenfure, and unworthy future Favour,

by it if, without Heſitation, I did not deliver back the Stock of Medicines and Surgeons Inſtru- 
ments at Prime Coſt, and (the Chances of War and other Circumſtances duly attended to) in as 


good or better Condition than that in which I received them'; at the ſame Time, give me Leave 


to expreſs the juſt Senſe I have of the good Opinion which the Honourable Court of Directors 


have been pleaſed, in this Reſpect, to entertain of me; and likewiſe on Behalf of the Gentlemen 
of my Profeſſion, to offer it as my firm Belief, that into whatever Hands, by my De- 


ceaſe, the Contract might have fallen, the Service could never have ſuffered on this Ac- 


Before I diſmiſs this Subject, give me Leave to ſubmit to your attentive Conſideration a few 


Circumſtantes, that do not immediately relate to the Extracts from the General Letter: When I 


entered into the Contract, my Calculations were formed from the Eftabliſhment as it then ſtood, 


and no Conditions were made, on my Part, for an Increaſe of Allowance, in Proportion to the In- 


creaſe of the Forces, ſhould any ſuch Increaſe take Place during the Term of the Contract; There 


beg Leave to mention, that fince my Engagement the Corps of Artillery has been formed into a 
diſtinct Brigade, on which Account Two additional Hoſpitals for Europeans have been eſtabliſh- 


| e, One at the Preſidency, and One at Cawnpore; that a Body of Goolandaaſe, conſiſting of Three 


Battalions, have been raiſed, for whom alſo I have been obliged to keep up a ſeparate Hoſpital ; 
that Ten Battalions of Laſcars have been added to the Eſtabliſhment ſince my Undertaking the 
Contract, as has likewiſe the Corps of Chaſſeurs, who act as the Body Guard of the Commander 
in Chief; I might alſo remark, that on the Account of the War, the Company's Forces occupy a 


greater Number of Stations than what they did in June 1777, and likewiſe that the Lifts of Of- 
ficers and of Civil Servants have been greatly augmented ſince that Period: Every one of the 


Circumſtances above enumerated have been productive of unforeſeen, and at the ſame Time very 
conſiderable additional Expences to me, and for which I have never as yet received any Recom- 
pence whatever; nor will it be improper further to remark, that at this very Time no Supply of 


_ Medicines is arrived from a"; ae which has put me to the Expence of purchaling from the 


Europe Ships already arrived ſuch Articles as I ſtood in Need of at a very high Rate; and I will 
here venture to aſſert,” in Confirmation of what I have before advanced, that from the Ships 
which have on Board the Yearly Supply of Medicines not arriving in due Seaſon, no Precaution 


of mine would have been ſufficient to have prevented an alarming Scarcity of the moſt indiſpen- 
ſably uſeful Articles, had it not been for that Part of the Contract, which had made it the Intereſt 
of every Surgeon to preſerve, as much as poſſible, the Medicines entruſted to his Care. 


I have now only to declare my Willingneſs to pay an entire and implieit Obedience to the Com- 
mands of the Honourable Court of Ditectors, and that 1 ſhall moſt gratefully accept of the 
Allowance they are pleaſed to make me, upon the Condition they preſcribe: I wiſh that the Sa- 
crifice I am required to make had been of ſuch a Nature as would have admitted my urging it as 


da clear and ſtrong Proof of my Diſpoſition to obey whatever Orders my Superiors may think pro- 


per to give me; but by relinquiſhing the Contract, although it has been regarded as lucrative to 


me in a high Degree, I ſhall ſacrifice very little, for I can moſt truly deelare, that I have received 


very little Advantage, if any, from it; yet in Juſtice to myſelf I muſt not omit to make it known, 
that from the Engagements I have formed, and the Proviſions I have made for carrying it on to 
the End of the Term, by relinquiſhing it at the End of a Month, I ſhall ſuffer very conſiderably; 
3 of my Duty, I think it at the ſame Time incumbent on me to give it as my 
Opinion, that che Public Intereſt will ſuffer ſtill more than I ſhall, by a Change ſo ſudden and 
unprovided for: In Proof of what I advance, give me Leave to point out to your Notice the 


anch chat the Detachments are upon actual Service and I think it will be evident, from a Conſi- 


Won of theſe Circumſtances, that the Boſinefs under my Management bannot ſo immetliately
